NEW N ATIONAL PARK 

All Arrangements Complete 
For Its Dedication. 



AN EVENT WITHOUT A PARALLEL 



Great Throne* of Veteran* Who Fought. 
Against Each Other Are Crowding Into 
Chattanooga to Take Equal Parta In the 
Event— How the Battlefields Have Been 
and Will Be .Harked. 

Chattanooga, Sept. 16. — Under the 
guiding hand of the Secretary of way, 
acting f;ider the authority of congress, 
Chattanooga and the notable b.vttlo- 
flelds surrounding it have been prepared 
for a national event without parallel. 
Great throngs of veterans, who fought 
against each other, are crowding into 
the city to take equal part, umler na- 
tional enactment in the dedication of 
fields, which their prowess made mem- 
orable, as a national military park, 
wherein the movements and achieve- 
ments of each side have received impar- 
tial attention. 

As provided in the act of congress 
Secretary Lamont has invited the at- 
tendance of the executive department 
of the government, the members of the 
supreme court, congress and its presid- 
ing officers, the lieuteuant geuerol of 
the army and the admiral of the navy, 
the governors of all the states with 
their staffs and the veterans of the con- 
tending armies. All are to be promi- 
nently represented. Nearly every sur- 
viving general of the two armies has 
sent notice of his intention to attend. 
The governors of every state which had 
troops in the action here responded fa- 
vorably to the secretary's invitation, 
lu a few cases the governors themselves 
will be prevented from attending, but 
their states will be ol.'icially repre- 
sented. 

A joint committee of 20 senators and 
30 members of the house will represent 
congress, -uie members of 26 gate coiu- 
ntissious who, have been at work Vith 
the national commission in locating 
hues of b:i le for the troops of their 
respective states will attend. The So- 
cieties of the Army of tho Cumberland, 
of the Ariuy of the Tennessee, the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Association of Confederate veterans 
will bo present in unusual numbers. 
This ollicial concourse is to be increased 
by a gathering of an army of visitors 
already known to be so great that it 
will tux the capacity oi (tie railroads 
centering Here uud the city to their ut- 
most capacity. 

The secretiu-y of war, and the nation- 
al commission acting under his direc- 
tion, nave made every possible arrange- 
ment wnioh the expenditure authorized 
by congress would allow to insure the 
cointorc oi visitors; and through largo 
and influential citizen committees the 
city of Chattanooga has given itself 
with energy ana enthusiasm to tho 
work of WMS ting the secretary of war. 
L.eutc)uiut,Ueneral Schoheld has kindly 
contributed every assistance whicn 
could bo given from the headquarters 
ol th9 army uud the movements of reg- 
ular troop* ironi Fore Siit-riuan, Fort 
Ruey, Fore Thomas, Columbus barracks 
and r-'ansucoki ;ius presented an iustuuco 
of rapid concentration of special inter- 
est. ' i'ue toi vraphic notices from 
V, sahlngion to tn-' national commission 
tn.it u. stunt battalions, butteries and 
IQuadroUS mid been ordered to move 
Were inarceiy received before dispatches 
arrived at Park headquarters from each 
post that troop* were starting. 

Tiie park which is to be dedicated is 

of ntmsoal duncueiona It extends with 
its approaches, from Sherman Heights 

i;i 'iciiuessee, six miles north of Chat- 
taiiooja, to Glass. Mill in Georgia, a 
distance of 22 mues. The broad boule- 
vard between these two points is owned 
in me simple by the government as part 
of the park, ami f uli jiiris.iiouon over 
this, over tne 15 squ.'re miles of the 
Chictamauga field, uud over many 
m ien oesiues ot other approaches has 
been oeded to the government by the 
states of i'aunaasta and Georgia. This 
central drive runs for eight miles along 
Bragg'f line oi battle on the crest of 
Missionary Ridge. It pusses along the 
fronts of Sherman's army, Thomas' 
Army of tne Cumberland and the army 
uniier Hoo&er. It overlooks all the 
battlefield! about Chattanooga, includ- 
ing Lookout Mountain, and runs for 1« 
miles through the center of tho fighting 
■round of tne three days' battle oi 
Uhiekautanga. 

Gf the territory over which jurisdic- 
tion lias been ceded to tlio United 
States for park purposes, 10 sipiaro 
miles have been alrqany purchased in a 
bingle block on tne Cuicaiiiuuga held. 
The entue crest atom iiiagg's head- 
quarters on Missionary Rj Lge; Orchard 
Knoh, the headquarters of Grant, 

Thomas and Gran gar during the battle 
ut Chaituuooga, a tract eight acres in 
extent; 50 acres at the north end of 
Missionary Ridge, being the ground as- 
sanked by General Sherman and de- 
luded by Cleburne, and u tract of five 
acres on another portion of the ridge 
marking tho left of the assault of the 
Army Of Cumberlaud, form portions of 
tho park. Congress also authorized the 
addition to the park of Hookers and 
Walthall's battle ground on Lookout. 
The government already owns Uio roads 
to and over Lookout mountain through 
Hooker's field, to Wauhutohie on Long- 
street's field. 

The park and its approaches therefore 
embraces or overlooks tiie fields of five 
days of general battle between great 
armies and three days of minor engage- 
ments, namely: Chiokamauga, Orchard 
Knob, Lookout Mountain and Mission- 
ary Ridge; Brown's Ferry and Wau- 
hatchie. , , 

The plan of the park is to restore the 
fields as nearly as possible to their con- 
dition at the time of the battle, to close 



ail new roans ana reopen and improve 
those used in the battles, and over 
which the armies moved to and from 
the fields. The lines of the battle hare 
been all ascertained and a vast amount 
of work towards permanently marking 
them has been done. This is established 
by historical and guide tablets which 
point the way to and explain the move- 
ments upon every portion of the lines. 
These tablets show the organization of 
armies, corps, divisions and brigades, 
with the names of their respective com- 
manders, and their staffs on the field, 
and the commanders of all regiments 
and batteries. Full historical text on 
each tablet sets forth the details of 
movement at each point. 

There is no distinction in the prepa- 
ration of these tablets between Union 
and Confederate forces, nor in any 
other department of tho work of estab- 
lishing the park is there any difference. 
The design is to mark with historical 
accuracy the identical tr round of en- 
gagements which occurred on these 
fields and thus present an objeot lesson 
in actnol war such as no other nation 
has attempted. Besides the historical 
tablets which are prepared by the gov- 
ernment the states are erecting monu- 
ments to mark the position of thoir 
troops. Already nearly a half million 
dollars have been appropriated by states 
which hod troops here, and all of the 
states but two of the 29, which were 
represented in the buttles, have com- 
missioners at work locating positions 
for monuments. There ore nearly a 
hundred miles of roods opened and 52 
have been improved in tne most sub- 
stantial manner and all run through 
most interesting military positions. 

Over 400 guns of the batteries used on 
these fields have been obtained from 
the arsenals, and 160 have aiready been 
mounted upon iron gun carriages, 
which are of the pattern of the carri- 
ages of war, and set up to mark the ex- 
act position of the batteries of each side 
in the battle. Eventually the whole 
400 guns will bo in position. Visitors 
find this one of the most imposing feat- 
ures of the restoration, as they come 
upon batteries of teal guns at every 
prominent point on the linos. Steei ob- 
servation towers rising above the for- 
ests at various commanding positions 
afford viewB of the en tit a theater ot 
battle. 

The ChioSamauga fidd is already 
thickly dotted witn state monuments 
and the government tablets, and while 
not over half of the number of either 
which are to be erected have yet been 
provided, the lines of three days' en- 
gagement are readily followed. Ohio, 
wan u led, has 55 monuments anu lj| 
granite markers for minor positions in 
place. Minnesota has five monuments 
to her two organizations, and two cf 
these ore the most costly of any yet 
erected. Massachusetts ha» a fine gran- 
ite and bronze monument on Orchard 
Snob in Chattanooga. Indiana has 37 

monuments 'u course of erection; Illi- 
nois', l&; Wisconsin, id; ldiohigaa.il; 
Missouri, 1 Confederate and 4 Union, 
and all theee states have numerous 
markers. K.oisus has three excellent 
mOnnm*Uts to her one regiment. Penn- 
sylvania is working ebergetioully under 
large appropriations, and Tennessee is 
preparing contracts for four large me- 
morial monuments, one of which is to 
federal soldiers. New York is prepar- 
ing to erect costly and imposing me- 
morials on the Chattanooga fields. 

All ot the monuments thus far erect- 
ed, excopt tnose of Indiana, are of 
granite and bronze. Tnose of that 
state are of Bsdi'ord limestone. 

The park project and the main details 
of its comprehensive plan were the con- 
ception of General H. V. Boyuton, now 
the historian of the uutiouul commis- 
sion. His public suggestion to make 
Chickumauga a national park was taken 
up by the society of the Army ot the 
Cumberland, and his first plan was to 
accomplish this through a joint memor- 
ial ossociatiou of Union and Confeder- 
ate veterans with the idea of securing 
state assistance. A memorial associa- 
tion was organized and chartered, but 
before it began operations he perfected 
a plan for u national commission acting 
uuusv the supervision of tne secretary 
of war. He wrote u bill, which is the 
preseut luw, placed it in the hands of 
General Grosveuor of Ohio who intro- 
ducedlt in the house of representatives. 

Many members of the house and sen- 
ate took an immediate and strong inter- 
est in the measure, notably 30 of these 
who served in one or the other armies 
about Chattanooga. Before it was 
called up universal support had been 
secured for it, and it passed both houses 
by unanimous consent. It provided for 
the purchase of 7,600 acres of the Chick- 
amaoga fiel 1, and for the equal partici- 
pation of both sides in the marking of 
the lines and the erection of monu- 
ments. All subsequent appropriations, 
now aggregating (750,000, have also 
passed without opposition. 

Secretary Proctor took great interest 
in the matter and appointed a commis- 
sion uudtr which the park is being es- 
tablished. Senator Llkius gave the 
project energetic support, and through 
the last two years, while the immense 
WOrk bai 1" en taking final shape, Sec- 
retary Lamont has rendered constaut 
aud most euergutie assistance. 

The national commission consists of 
General J. S. Fullertou, ehairmau; 
General A. P. Stewart, representing the 
Confederate side; Major Frank G. 
Smith, Second artillery, Secretary and 
General H. V. Bojuton, historian. 
General Fullertou, by order of the sec- 
retary of war, has charge of all arrange- 
ments for the dedication. 

The official dedication under the 
auspices of congress uud the secretary 
of war will occupy the l'Jth uud 20th 
instances, but exercises of a general 
. junctor, which will be utteuded by 
must of the oltloiuls, which are to ar- 
rive, will oocupy the whole day of the 
1Mb ana the evenings of the 18th, 19th 
and 30tb. 

The dedication of state monuments 
will occur mainlv on the 18th. Michi- 



gan, ner governor presiding, will lead 
off at Suodgross Hill at 9 a. m. Ohio 
with au elaborate program will follow 
at noon at the same place and Minne- 
sota at 2 o'clock. These exercises will 
oil take place at the platform and am- 
phitheater erected for the national ded- 
ication exercises at the foot of Suod- 
grass Hill, the famous horseshoe ridge 
of General Thomas' battle. 

The dedication of Illinois monuments, 
the governor presiding, will take place 
at Lytle Hid. the afternoon of the 18th. 
Indiana will be upon the field la great 
foroe for the dedication of her monu- 
ments, the quartermaster of the state 
having sent 600 tents to accommodate 
the governor's party and the veterans 
who are to attend from that state. Tne 
Missouri dedication will occur on the 
20th at Braggs' headquarters on Mis- 
bionary Ridge. The hours for Wiscon- 
sin and Pennsylvania depend upon the 
closing work on their monuments. 

The night of the 18th in the tent pro- 
vided for dedication purposes at Cn.it- 
tanooga, the Army of the Cumberland 
will hold its reunion. The tent Beats 
8,000 and the platform 2,000 more. 
Upon the platform will be seated the 
leading officials both national and state 
in attendance at Chattanooga, and the 
leading veterans of both armies, and 
the Society of the Army of the Tennes- 
see in a body. General C. F. Mander 
son will be the orator, and there will be 
brief speeches from Lieuteuant General 
Schofield, General Dodge, president of 
the Society of the Army of Tennessee, 
General Danial Butterfield, General 
Horace Porter, General J. H. Wilson, 
Colonel Fred Grant and Father Sher- 
man. 

It ivun of ttiv £tL Luc Chick&iuaug. 
field will be dedicated, tho vice presi- 
dent of the United States presiding up- 
on the invitation of Secretary Lamont. 
The orators will be General John M. 
Palmor and General John B. Gordon, 
both of the United States senate. 

The niifht of the l'Jth, in the tent at 
Chattanooga, the veterans of Sherman's 
and Bragg's armies will bold public ex- 
ercises. General Granville M. Dodge, 
president of the Society of the Army of 
the Tennessee, presiding. The chief 
speeches will be by General O. O. How- 
ard. General Joseph Wheeler of Ala- 
bama and General Willurd Warner of 
Chattanooga. 

During the forenoon of the 20th there 
will be a parade and a review, in which 
all organized military bodies and the 
governors of states will take part. At 
noon the dedication of the Chat tunoog i 
fields will take place in the tent, the 
speakers being General Charlos H. 
Grovernor oi the house of representa- 
t ves aud General William B. Bate of 
tne senate. m 

Tho night of the 20th the exercises 111 
the tent will be conducted by the vet- 
erans of BEoOkSf't and Lougstivc! ' • 
ton es, ( iencral E. E. Walthall or | 
United States senato, presiding. Amo I | 
the speakers for this occasion are Col- 
onel Lewis R. Stegmau of the New 
York commission. Governor W. 1 
Gates of Alabama, General J. H Wil- 
liamson of Iowa and General Frank C. 
Armstrong of Washington. 

WAR ~AGA IN3T M ORMONS. 
An Indiana Nsiahborhoad Ar e n eed over 
secret ■•etlnga of lattter DaySaJnSa, 
Holton, Ind., Sept. 16.— The Mor- 
mons are again causing trouble in tho 
neighborhood of Pleasant Ridge scho >i- 
house. They have organized them- 
selves into a determined hody and arc 
holding secret meetings. Some five 
years ago this same band raised a dis- 
turbance near New Marion, tins state, 
but were suppressed by the citizens. 

They have remained quiet since then, 
however, until one week ago. when 
they were noticed in a schoolhouse by a 
farmer. Not knowing anything in re- 
gard to their meeting, he crept up to a 
window uuob.-erved and wutched them. 
He reported this to the people of the 
sorroaudiug country, and a meeting 
was called Wednesday afternuou. The 
organization is growing among the 
Mormons, and they are very reticent, 
refusing to answer any questions uud 
remaining close to their respective 
homes until after nightfall. The neigh- 
borhood is aroused uud trouble is ex- 
pected. 

It appears the trouble originated over 
church affairs, and that the Mormons 
are determined to stand by their doc- 
trine regardless of their neighbors, wlm 
vow that they shall not hold any secret 
meetings, and must not meet as a body 
in that section of the country. The 
Mormons are a very strong body, num- 
bering several hundred. It was report- 
ed by good authority that they have 
rognlar oriicers. aud a set of rulos which 
each member must obey. 

TOO STUBBO RN TO LIVE. 

John Heed, an Old aoldier, Kefused to Eat 
and Died of Starvation.

Be- 
fore his death he hod wasted away on 
til ho was sickening to the sight. 

Reed's fui: ral took place yesterday 
at 3 o'clock. He had grown so contrary 
and stubborn that nothing could be 
done to alleviate his suffering, which 
grew to be terrible towards the lust. 
He said that he had not a friend lejty oti 
earth and life was not worth living. 
The residents in the vicinity of the 
home feel saddened at the manner of 
the old ma n's death .

MORA CLAIM PAID. 



End of n national Dispute of Twenty-Six 
Yeare* Standing. 

Washington, Sept. 10.— An interna- 
tional dispute of 26 years' standing was 
ended at noon Saturday when Senor 
De Lome, the Spanish minister, deliv- 
ered to Mr. Adee, acting secretary of 
state, a draft to the equivalent of $1,- 
449,000 drawn on the Spanish financial 
agent in London in settlement of the 
Mora claim. The claim is for damage 
done to Mora's property in Cuba during 
one of the numerous revolutions there. 
Lawyers' fees have swallowed np the 
greater part of the amount, but the 
claimant, it is said, will get $600,009 for 
himself. 

Having settlod the Internationa] feat- 
ure of the case, the state department is 
now likely to encounter some difficulty 
at home in disbursing the money. Much 
litigation is threatened, as was evi- 
denced by the taking out of an injunc- 
tion by one of the assignees last Friday 
to restrain the state department from 
paying over oil of the money to tn 
claimant. Mora. 

Daring the years of the pendency 
this great claim Mora has jeeu oblig< 
to make assignments of part of it, the 
larger items being on account of legal 
expons.s 

To insure a proper distribution, the 
department will give official notice by 
the usual channels, so that proper 
claims may he presented, and as tins 
will uecessari?y coujame some time, 
there will be no haste in Biasing up the 
claim. 

ASHES FE LL FROM THE SKY. 
Shower of Charred Keuiiiants .if I'in* 
Leave* That Fell at Clifton, >>. 

Springfield, O., Sept. 16.— Residents 
of Clifton report a phenomi nal shower 
of ashos whicn fell from (lis sky in the 
morning between 8 aud o'clock. The 
ashes fell as thick as Snowflaketl, and, 
to odd to the interesting in a e ot tne 
phenomenon, among the ashes wan the 
remnants of leaves entirely burned, bat 
yet of sufficient consistency to bold to- 
gether. 

As these had evidently b >eu piae 
leaves, there remains little doubt in the 
minds of timse whoobserved the strange 
sight that the shower of asMs iiu i imen 
carried from the Wisconsin pinery 
draSi which have beeu raying for so.ae 
time past. 

The phenomenal fall of ashes and 
partially burned leaves In Clifton and 
vicinity is the talk of the neighborhood. 
Nearly every one in tho locality is read- 
ing up to find accounts ot similar oc- 
currences. Many of the residents have 
gathered some oi tiie remnants of the 
queer shower and will preserve t.iem. 

Of course, they are highly treasured. 
Another reason to load the people to re- 
lieve that the shower c.une from Wis- 
consin somewhere is that tfia wind was 
from that direction. It is likely that 
accounts of the phenomenon will Bad 
their way mto tne scientific perio Uoals, 
History is replete with instances where 
ashes have, during a volcanic eraptiou, 
been carried hundreds of miles.

them to (•.■••any effect In the trial 
now in progress. As iar as his knowl- 
edge goes, he Is positive as to Ins facts. 

His testimony will be coiroborative 
of thai of Adolph Oppenheimer, the 
pawnbroker! who testified at the pre- 
liminary hearing that Dnrant entered 
his place of business a few days after 
the murder of Blanche Lamont and 
tried to pawn one of her rings. Phil- 
lips says he was near the pawnshop at 
the time and saw Duiant enter the 
place. 

The police have at last identified 
Duruut's unknown girl admirer, who at- 
teuds court every day, and who former- 
ly sent him flowers. She is Rosalind Hol- 
land, the daughter of well-to-do people 
in Oakland. She knew Duraut be- 
fore flu; murder aud she believes him 
inuoceiit. It was suggested that per- 
haps the funds for Duraut's defense 
were supplied by the young woman, 
but it is doubtful if she could control 
the amount sufficient for this purpose.

New Yokk, Sept. hi.— A World cable 
from Foo-Chow, China, says: The 
Chinese refuse to execute a single mur- 
derer implicated in the massacre of 
missionaries unless they are assured 
that with the execution of the men 
accused all other demands shall cease.

STORM AT CHICAGO. 

Probably Two Peraona Drowned While 
Others Had Narrow Escapee. 

Chicago, Sept. 16.— With little or no 
warning a terrific wind and rainstorm 
struck this city at 6 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and for more than au hour 
numerous small crafts that had been 
caught some distance iu the lake were 
in danger of capsizing. The yacht 
"Jag," with a party on board, was 
caught off Hyde Park, and as darkness 
settled over the lake soon afterward, it 
was reported that she had been lost 
with all ou board. At a late hour, 
however, the yacht run in ut South 
Chicago, having run before the wind to 
that point under bare poles. 

Shortly before 7 o'clock the Evaston 
lifosaving station crew were notified 
that two men in a small boat which ap- 
peared to be unmanageable had been 
sighted off the Evaston shore. The 
crew manned the surf boat aud went 
out, hut when they arrived at the point 
where the boat had been last seen, it 
had disappeared. It is the belief of the 
lifesavers that the two occupants of the 
boat lost their liv. s, as it was said that 
no small boat, and especially one iu au 
unmanageable condition, could live iu 

the sea that was running. 

Rain came dowu in torrents for more 
than an hour, aud the storm was ac- 
companied by a brilliant electrical dis- 
play Four or five houses were struck 
by lightning, but no futilities were re- 
ported. At South Chicago one woman 
was rendered unconscious, but was re- 
tored after a short time. 



WALLER'S CAUSE NQT LOST. 

State Department at Wa»liln|{toii Discred- 
it Parisian News.

LEE SIMMONS SAD FATE, 

Drowned Off the Steamer Telegraph 
Last Week His Body Recov- 
ered Saturday Morning. 

[Commercial Gazette.] 
Word was received by Colonel Gue 
Simmons Saturday of the finding of the 
body of his son, Lee, in the Ohio River, 
near Carrollton, Ky. The young man 
had gone on the steamer Telegraph the 
first of the week to help out hia uncle, 
who owns the bar on the boat. Wednes- 
day night, after the boat left Carrollton, 
he was missed, and while his absence 
caused some uneasiness, no great alarm 
for his safety was felt. He was twenty- 
two years old, quiet and possessed no 
bad habits. As the days passed, and no 
word was received from him, Col. Sim- 
mons became uneasy, and the receipt of 
the telegram was a sad blow to him. The 
body was identified by papers found in 
his pockets. 

The body was ordered cared for, and 
will be taken to Aberdeen, O., for burial. 
The officers of the Telegraph are unable 
to account for the young man's fate, 
but it is believed by all who knew him 
that his death was either by accident or 
that foul play has been committed. 

A telegram Saturday about noon 
brought the sad news to his friends and 
relatives at Aberdeen. Deceased was 
the adopted son of Colonel and Mrs. Gai 
Simmons, of Aberdeen, and would have 
been twenty-two years old next Decem- 
ber. The family are inclined to the be- 
ief that the drowning was accidental.

Eighty-One RctMgS "» Ilouril und Only 
Twcnly-Mx Wars Saved Forty-One of 
the Iirowut-d W«*a Chinese— Story of 
tlx ifNasiei- as Told by Oue of the 
Survivors. 

New York, Sept. lrt.— A special to 
The Herald from Vancouver, B. 0., 
says: The SJ.OJO-tou China steamer 
Catterthnn. boaiid from Sydney to 
China, Willi Si human beings on board 
is lying many fathoms deep off Seal 
Bock, near Port Stephen's lighthouse. 
Only 20 lives were saved. The terrible 
details of the disasier fill many pages 
of Australian papers. 

The following are the names of the 
drowned: R. Fr.izer, R. Smith, Mrs, 
Msthiaa, Mrs. Luring, Miss Loring, 
Neal Shannon, Liverpool, master; W 

P. Piuuey, chief otfioar; Herald Lafflar, 
third otHcer: R. H. Anderson, surgeon. 

N. Harper, Scotland, chief engineer; 
IS. Wilson, second eugiuoer; J. W. 
Adaoia, third eninneer; A. Wolsleud- 
holui, fourth engineer; R. Manning, 
riiief steward, and 41 Cliiuese. 

The accident was due to currents 
drifting the ttttwniw on the rooks in the 

fury and darkness of the storm. Mrs. 
und .'diss Loring were the wife and 
daughter of the secretary of the Impe- 
rial Federation league of Australia, and 
were trail known in San Francisco, 
having been on their way there via 
China. 

At the coroner's iutjaest it w:u em- 
phatically proved that the steamer was 
being st'-e.-ed all right, and that tno 
only way to account for the vessel strik- 
ing is that some mysterious ourrout 
carried her on the rocks. 

Following is an account of the disas- 
ter l.y a survivor. Dr. Copmaun. which 
most accurately and briefly details the 
circumstance.- of tne disaster. 

"1 was returning to England by way 
of China via Vancouver, B. 0. I had a 
premonition that the vessel was going 
to be wrecked and took passage with 
another steamer, but a friend pur- 
snaded me to go by the Catterthuu. At 
2 o'clock on that morning I was shot 
out of the bunk by a terrible shock 
which was followed by a second oue. 
I rushed on deck and found the steamer 
listed and rapidly settling. Au officer 
told me we had struck a rock. There 
wa> no screaming. The skipper was as 
cool as possible aud told the passengers 
uot to get excited, lu the meantime 
the steamer was being washed away in 
pieces. 

"Captain Shannon gave orders to 
lowers the boats and immediately after- 
ward he was washed overboard and 
drowned. As the boats were lowered 
they were dashed to pieces or swept 
away. At last only the starboard boat 
was left. They were 18 people iu it. It 
was torn from the vessel aud washed 
away, i sprang into the sea and was 
picked up by a Cuiuamau. We rescued 
12 more, the Chinaman workiug hero- 
ically. 

"The last ouo we pnlled in was a 
European, He dropped limp in the 
stern. I asked 'Who are your He said, 
'It's Fawkes, old chap, thank God.' We 
tossed about, standing to all night with 
seas washing over us, and were picked 
ap iu the morning by a lishiug boat." 

The cargo of the Bteamer was very 
valuable. Arnoug the cargo were 10,000 
sovereigns.
